confident of the 
advantages of Redeemer’s liberal arts and business 
program in the modern scaled-down job market. 

“Redeemer is not at a big disadvantage,” says 
Prof, Van Weelden. “In the last number of years, it 
hasn't been the big companies hiring, it’s been the 
small businesses. It puts [Redeemer] on a litthe more 
of an even playing field, where the name of the school 
you went to is not as important as you and what you 
have to offer.” 

Hiring trends are not the only aspects of the busi- 
ness world that reflect the need for broader skills. Ob- 
taining the professional designation of Certified Man- 
agement Accountant requires more than accounting 
and bookkeeping. 
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“Very little of [the CMA professional program] is 
business training. It's much wider. They're talking 
about broader issues like leadership and change,” says 
Prof. Van Weelden, indicating a clear advantage to 
someone with a liberal arts background seeking that 
designation. 

For Rob Kloet (87), his liberal arts education at Re- 
deemer provided 
him with the tools | 
to obtain his | 
CMA. 

“It helps me } 
to see other areas- 
-not just the busi- | 
ness side,” says | 
Kloet, who works 
as a controller at 
Connon Nurseries | 
in Waterdown. 
“It's important 
when you deal 
with people, you 
understand who 
they are and 
where they're 
coming from.” 

Kloet credits John Boersema, professor of business 
at Redeemer, for spurring him on to further his educa- 
tion. “John Boersema’‘s courses were phenomenal. The 
things he taught me were the foundation for me to go 
on and get my CMA." 

Lisa (Evers, 95) Talsma agrees that the well- 
rounded program at Redeemer has also helped her to 
find a career in her field. Talsma, who will obtain her 
CMA designation in June, said she chose Redeemer 
because of the increased recognition of graduates 
working toward their professional accounting desig- 
nations. 

“It's a great program,” she says, “and the co-op

Changing the perception | 


"his issue of Reflections 
features a number of our 
alumni who have moved be- 
yond the halls of Redeemer 
College and have established 
themselves in their areas of 
employment. Their accom- 
plishments speak well for the 
education received at the col- 
lege. With the recognition 
which Redeemer College en- 
joys from universities across 
Canada and the United 
States, it is becoming increas- 
ingly evident that our academic programs 
and our degrees continue to gain respect. 
Even though Redeemer College's 
bachelor's degrees include a religious des- 
ignation, the quality of education is simi- 
lar to that which is offered at public uni- 
versities. Our students take the same 
number and level of courses as students 
at other universities and, in many cases, 
they compete for the same jobs. But we 
are concerned that some students choose 
to attend other institutions rather than 
embrace our distinctive degrees as a 
badge of honour. A change to the Re- 
deemer College charter would address 
this concern. 

The Advisory Panel on Future Direc- 
tions for Postsecondary Education re- 
leased its report to the Minister of Educa- 
tion in December, We were encouraged 
that the report opened the door for pri- 
vate universities in this province but dis- 
appointed that it recommended limiting 
this opportunity to secular institutions. 
Fortunately, the Ministry of Education has 
indicated that it will not be following this 
recommendation, leaving us between the 
old Robarts policy of no new free-stand- 
ing institutions and a future policy which 
has not yet been specified. Additional 
details regarding government relations 
are included in this issue of Reflections. 
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In this context we must con- 
tinue to pray that we may 
find favour with the relevant 
government officials, while 
we work for an amendment 
to the college’s degree-grant- 
ing powers, making our case 
as convincingly as possible. 
But why do we need such an 
amendment? 

Redeemer College is a 
member of the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of 
Canada like any other univer- 
sity. An amendment to our charter would 
not change this. Our academic program 
meets or exceeds the academic standards 
of undergraduate institutions. An 
amendment to our charter would not al- 
ter this either. 

The change we expect would be in 
the perception of students considering 
Redeemer College for their post-second- 
ary education: enrolment at Redeemer 
College would increase. Another result 
would be the fair and equitable treatment 
of Redeemer College graduates: they 
would be granted the same degree as stu- 
dents at other universities. Asa final out- 
come, the secular monopoly on univer- 
sity education in Ontario would be bro- 
ken. The lordship of Jesus Christ would 
become more visible in the area of uni- 
versity education. 

And so we continue our efforts. We 
do not know what the outcome will be, 
we only know that we must be obedient 
and trust the leading of our Lord. Please 
continue to support us with your prayers 
and your contributions so that we may 
faithfully carry out our task in higher edu- 
cation to the honour and glory of our 
Lord.

hose familiar with the history of 

Redeemer Colleze may recall that last 
November marked the 20th anniversary 
of the Ontario Christian College Associa- 
tion. 

In light of the progress made since 
that time--the issuance of a provincial 
charter (1980), the opening of Redeemer's 
doors (1982), construction of the Ancaster 
campus (1956), and the success of gradu- 
ates in a growing number of academic and 
employment-related areas--one might 
question the purpose of the ongoing dia- 
logue in which Redeemer College has en- 
gaged with politicans, provincial minis- 
try officials, representatives from other 
universities and others to change its name 
and the title of its degree. After all, what is 
the significance of a name? 

To answer that question, Bill van 
Staalduinen, Vice President (Administra- 
tion & Finance), points to the benefits that 
would accrue to the college, its students 
and the entire geographical area if Re- 
deemer College were to receive an amend- 
ment to its degree granting authority and 
its name. Questions of justice aside, van

Staalduinen feels that allowing Redeemer 
to use the normal designation for its uni- 
versity-level status and bachelor’s degree 
programs would end confusion that still 
exists in the public at large and contribute 
to additional growth that would education- 
ally, culturally and economically benefit 
not only the college but also the region of 
Hamilton-Wentworth and the province of 
Ontario. 

Redeemer College, he states, does a 


tremendous job academically and its 
presence in the community also has a fi- 
nancial impact that could be magnified 
if these changes are approved. 

Now that the Advisory Panel's report 
has opened the door for private univer- 
sities in the province, the college will 
make its case to elected officials that this 
is the time to act. The Minister of Educa- 
tion can achieve a positive result for the 
citizens of Ontario at no additional gov- 
ernment expense and without jeopard- 
izing the high standards for which Ca- 
nadian universities are known. 

Local politicans have voiced their sup- 
port for Redeemer’s position and several 
members of the provincial parliament have 
also stated that they are very much in fa- 
vour of the proposed changes. 

The long and winding road has pro- 
vided a lot of interesting scenery over the 
years. For Redeemer students, graduates 
and supporters there has been no shortage 
of examples that our Lord has been faith- 
ful during the journey. We remain eager to 
see what will be around the next bend.

hen Chris Knowles, 

Information Services Di- 
rector at Redeemer, was asked to 
evaluate voice mail systems for 
administrative use, he knew 
what hedidn’t want. “Voice mail 
jail:” menu options longer than 
your telephone cord, recorded 
phrases sprinkled liberally 
throughout the messaging sys- 
tem without providing real help- 
-all of these things were poten- 
tial irritants that would hinder 
rather than help the students, 
supporters and the general pub- 
lic that contact the college during 
a normal business day. 

The system chosen by 
Knowles blends personal contact 
with the advantages of voice 
mail. “We wanted human con- 
tact as the entry point to the sys- 
tem,” explains Knowles. 

Callers to the college during regular busi- 
ness hours are still greeted by a receptionist and 
can be helped directly with their inquiries or 
connected to another department. Should a 
caller ask for an individual who is not at his or 
her phone, the automated messaging system 
gives the caller the option of leaving a name, 
phone number and a short message or return- 
ing to the receptionist. 

The system is even more advantageous for 
people unable to call during regular business 
hours. Callers may leave messages for college 
departments or individual employees after 
hours. For those not knowing the specific ex- 
tension of their party, an automated directory 
can be accessed or a message can be left in the 
general “mailbox” of the system. 

Not all areas of the college are tied into the 
service. Janet Katerberg, Administrative Serv-

ices Manager and a member of the project team 
for voice mail, estimates that about five percent 
of faculty and staff remain on the old system. 
The receptionist provides message back-up for 
those individuals during regular work hours. 
Katerberg hopes that all employees will be con- 
nected to the new service by the end of the sum- 
mer. There are no present plans to bring stu- 
dent residences into the system but Katerberg 
indicates that discussions have taken place with 
the college's long distance provider about op- 
tions for local service. 

Frequent callers to the college may wish to 
bypass the receptionist and “direct dial” to reach 
their party by using an alternate number and the 
appropriate extension (see sidebar). Along with 
e-mail and fax capabilities, voice mail is just one 
additional way for constituents of the college to 
get their messages through. --MVB
